SELECTMEN'S    REPORT 

Once  again  the  Town  ^Meeting  is  only  two  weeks 
awav.  We  are  busy  trying  to  decide  which  way  to  turn. 
Should  we  repair  or  replace?  What  S'houUl  we  spend  for 
this  or  that?  How  will  it  all  effect  the  future  of  Danbury? 
Did  we  accomplish  anything  worthwhile?  Peoi)le  are  be- 
coming- concerned  about  what  happened  and  what  will 
happen. 

This  year's  TRA  appropriation  was  used  to  com- 
])lete  the  Clews  Road  project,  rebuild  and  mix  High 
Street  extension  to  Route  4  and  also  to  widen  and  gravel 
Waukeena  Lake  Road  to  Armstrong's  house.  We  also 
graveled  and  mixed  a  short  piece  of  road  to  the  ski  area 
parking  lot. 

We  decided  to  hold  up  on  the  Bog  Bridge  project,  as 
the  new  owner  of  the  Ragged  Mountain  Corp.,  Mr.  Foote, 
indicated  to  us  that  a  lake  was  being  planned  for  this 
area  in  the  near  future.  The  bridge  and  road  would  then 
be  flooded.  As  there  are  other  bridges  that  are  in  need  of 
permanent  construction  we  are  suggesting  that  the 
money  raised  for  the  Bog  Bridge  be  used  on  these  other 
bridges. 

We  are  suggesting  under  Article  6  that  the  Town 
purchase  a  new  road  grader,  to  replace  our  present  one. 
The  grader  we  now  have  is  in  need  of  major  repairs,  if 
we  are  to  continue  using  it  for  any  length  of  time.  We 
-jjurchased  the  present  grader  in  1963  for  $8,000.00  and  in 
the  six  years  that  we  have  owned  it,  repairs  have  amoun- 
ted to  over  $4,000.00.  It  is  now  16  years  old  and  we  do 
not  feel  that  it  is  worth  tying  up  a  lot  of  money  for  re- 
pairs to  keep  it  operating.  By  jnirchasing  a  new  grader  we 
can  eliminate  excessive  repairs  and  can  spread  the  cost 
of  it  over  as  many  years  as  desired  so  as  not  to  over- 
burden the  taxpayers  in  any  one  vear. 
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Your  attention  is  again  called  to  the  importance  of 
the  return  to  the  office  of  Selectmen  your  CO^IPLETED 
INVENTORY.  Your  failure  in  reg-ards  to  sale  trans- 
actions, improvements  or  additions  may  eliminate  con- 
sideration of  your  tax  assessment  and  may  possibly  in- 
voke the  application  of  the  article  of  doomage,  fully  ex- 
plained under  the  law  governing-  return  of  your  'com- 
pleted inventory,  printed  on  the  last  page  of  all  inven- 
tories.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DANBURY  PLANNING  BOARD 

1968 

The  Danbury  Planning-  Board  has  held  several  meet- 
ings this  past  year,  the  most  recent  one  with  the  new 
owners  of  Ragged  Mountain  and  the  Selectmen. 

To  preserve  the  natural  beauty  of  Danbury  and  to 
protect  the  homeowners,  both  year  round  and  seasonal, 
we  recommend  that  the  articles  in  the  warrant  be 
adopted. 

We  will  continue  to  meet  separately  as  a  board  and 
with  the  ow^ners  of  Ragged  Mountain  Corporation  and 
others  to  plan  for  the  proper  development  of  Danbury 
so  that  everyone  will  benefit  therefrom. 

It  is  our  sincere  wish  that  the  people  of  Danbury 
will  support  its  planning  board  in  every  way  possible. 

Proposed  Trailer  Ordnance  : 

a)  Use  of  land  for  accommodation  of  trailers  and/or 
mobile  homes  is  prohibited,  except  as  provided  below  in 
this  article. 

However,  any  property  owner  or  lessee  may  accom- 
modate 1  trailer  of  a  non-paying-  guest  for  a  period  oi  not 
exceeding  90  days  in  any  one  year. 

b)  The  above  applies  onl}-  to  trailers  and/or  mobile 
homes  utilized  for  residential  purposes,  and  is  not  in- 
tended to  cover  single  trailers  and/or  mobile  homes 
owned  by  residents  and  stored  or  parked  during  periods 
of  non-use  on  the  premises  of  the  owner. 

c)  The  Board  of  Selectmen  may  approve  the  tempo- 
rary use  of  a  trailer  and/or  mobile  home  to  be  main- 
tained as  living  quarters  by  a  person  employed  in  adjoin- 
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ing  construction  work  or  for  whom  a  residence  is  being 
built,  or  as  an  oftice,  storeroom  or  shop  in  connection 
with  construction  work,  provided  that  such  use  is  shown 
to  be  a  temporary  expedient  or  also  that  the  use  will 
conform  to  sanitary  requirements. 

d)  The  aforesaid  ordinance  shall  not  apply  toi  trail- 
ers and/or  mobile  homes  already  situated  provided  they 
remain  in  their  present  location  or  existing  parks  as  long- 
as  they  remain  in  their  present  boundaries.
